Paris Street Named 
After Living Convert 


~Few Paris streets have 
been named in honor of living per- 
sons, and most of these honor the 
rulers of France’s allies during the 
recent war; but the rue Juliette 
Lamber has for fifty years borne 
the name of a prominent convert to 
Catholicism. 

Now at the age of ninety-two, 
Madame Adam, whose pen name 
was Juliette Lamber, lives a quiet, 
retired existence, free from the 
storm that marked her earlier life. 
She was born at the close of the 
reign of Louis-Philippe, the daugh- 
ter of a disciple of Voltaire, and 
was reared as a confirmed “Helle- 
nist.” She worshipped only the 
Greek gods of Olympus and it wa: 
this that caused her to write in her 
youth Paienne, or “The Pagan Wo- 
man.”
